of Coanyacation, neither. in the Threg. great Fo- 
lids written by another: Hand, containing Ma- 
terials at large for the writing the ſaid Life, 
neither ia any of the Regiſters, Records, or Pa- 
pers, belonging to the Univerſity : So that: for 
thoſe Reaſons, and becauſe that the Loxd Her- 
bert ſays, that it mas blurred, and not intended 
for the King, and that allo it was not under 
Seal ( you ſay *twas ) neither paſſed it the Ma- 
jority of Votes, therefore did. he omit it, as 
not Authentick.

Impartial CharaQters of the Tiue 
and Suffering Sons ofthe Church of Ezgland ; as 
alſo the Impartial Relations of fuch as were not 
{o, moſtly :taken from their own Books and Ser- 
mons, or Pamphlers written by 'the Brethren, 
or Royal Party. You'll atfo find therein the 
Juſt Charatters of many of the [Nobility and 
Gentry that adhered to the ſaid King when he 
was at Oxon, and what not of Hiſtory that re- 
lates to that moſt Wicked and Barbarous Rebel- 
lion before-mention'd ? You'll alſo find therein 
many bold and undeniable Truths, which tread- 
ing too cloſe on the heels of Time, ſeveral Per- 
ſons ( whoſe Relations had been AQors in, or 
ſubmitters to the Men in the ſaid unparallel'd 
Rebellion, ) have endeavoured to make them 
Abuſes and Libels, thereby to bring the Author 
into trouble. 


Both the Volumes of the Athene and Faſt: 
Oxon, ( which his Lordſhip of Salisbury calls a 
deſpicable Bock) are moſt exaQtly 'written ac- 
cording to time ; and the Author has been ſo

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punQual, that the very Day, and ſometimes 
the Hour of a thing done, or of the Death of 
a Writer, or Biſhop, is ſet down ; and all com- 
patted 1n ſo good and exact a Method, that no- 
thing of that Nature can poſſibly be done ber- 
ter : And therefore why his Lordſhip of Sel:/- 
bury ſhould ſay, That he has thrown together a 
Tumultuary mixture of Siuff and T attle, none in 
Oxon can. imagin. it, or in the leaſt judge where 
that Stuff and T attle ſhould be lodged. Both 

the ſaid Volumes will, without doubt, be of 
great uſe to.a)l Perſons of Literature, but parti- 
cularly ta ſuch as apply themſelves to Hiltory, 
or Politicks, whom it concerns every Moment 
to know what kind of Men were the Authors 
of thale Books they Read. Neither 1s that 
knowledg unneceſſary to all that Study ; for as 
the Writing of Authors may be ſaid ro be the- 
Pifture of the Mind, ſo to know their Life, Re- 
ligion, and moſt remarkable Aftions, muſt. 
needs be «4 great help towards Judg ing rightly. of 
their Sentiments. This being an infallible Truth, 
it has been a wonder to many, why his Lord- 
ſhip of Salzsbury, who hath written many 
Lives ( and many more ) of Eminent Men, 
and ſeems to bave a peculiar Gentus that way, 
ſhould now endeavour to run down the: 4rhe- 
ae and Faſt; Oxon, which confilts all, or moſt, 

of Lives and Characters, and make it a deſpi- 
cable Book, and the Author a Scribler, &c.
